Schools Get Money From 
State Bond Issue Sale 


City and county school offi- 
cials are now able to begin 
counting money they requested 
almost a year ago. The first 
disbursements from the educa- 
tion bond issue was announced 
on Friday, July 12th by Gover- 
nor Wallace. 

Approved in the summer of 
1973, the bonds have been con- 
tingent on two points: approval 
of the governor and the condi- 
tion of the Special Education 


Trust Fund. 

Elba City School Super- 
intendent Elmer Taylor re- 
quested $70,000 for the pur- 
chasing of school buses. Tay- 
lor says, “The appropriated 
funds will be used to purchase 
seven new school buses and 
equipment for the bus shop.” 

County School Superinten- 
dent Jimmy Baker reports that 
five new buses will be pur- 
chased with the $54,000 ear- 


marked for Coffee County sch- 


ools. Baker reports that upon 
purchasing these buses the 
county system will be using 
eight 1964 models with the re- 
mainder of the buses being 
1969 models or newer. The 
system will then be on a ro- 
tating basis and will retire 
the 1964 models next year, 
They will no longer be running 
buses older than 8 years old. 


Commission Approve 
Senior Aides 


Three members of the Cof- 
fee County Commissioners 
Court and Judge of Probate, 
James L. Sawyer, met in an 
adjourned meeting on Thurs- 
day, July ll at 10 a.m. Com- 
missioners J. Albert Dyess, 
Flournoy Whitman and O. VY. 
Waters met in the Elba Court- 
house with representatives of 
the city municipalities located 
in the county for the purpose 
of activating the proposed Sen- 
ior Aides Program. Frank 
Sawyer, New Brockton Mayor; 
Owen Ziglar, Elba Mayor; and 
Johnny Vaughan, representing 
the Coffee County School Board 
met with the court. 

Judge Sawyer opened the 
discussion with the fact that 
Coffee County had been alloted 
9 slots for senior aide employ- 
ment. These employees must 
be 55 years old or older and 
on the Social Security roster, 
Each employee would cost the 
county a total of $210.66 a year 
for 20 hours of work on a 50 
week basis with possible re- 
newal of the grant. 

Mayor Ziglar inquired 
about placement and was in- 
formed that any non-profit or- 
ganization located in Coffee 
County was eligible to parti- 
cipate in the program. Some 
areas of placement discussed 
were: libraries, hospitals, 
nursing homes (these 3 having 
priority), health departments, 
schools and city and county 
governments. 

Ziglar was very enthusias- 
tic about the programs’s possi- 
bilities and asked that the City 
of Elba be alloted 3 employ- 
ees. He stated that Hospital 
Administrator Nichols would 
like 2, one each forthe hospita) 
and nursing home and the City 
Water Works department was 
in need of a warehouse inven- 
toyr clerk. Ziglar conveyed the 
idea that the hospital planned 
to use the aides in the area of 
planned recreation and enter- 
tainment of the nursing home 
residents. They were toying 
with a similar plan for the hos- 
pital. 

Vaughan, representing Mr. 
Baker of the County School 
Board, felt that 3 slots could 
be filled in the various county 
educational fields. He wanted 
to place the aides in libraries 
and in contact withthe students 
feeling that the 2 generations 
could enlighten the other ina 
sharing program. 

Mayor Sawyer requested | 
employee to be used inthe New 
Brockton city government.

THEY KEPT THEIR COOL 


The behavior of U. S. Justice Dept. officials and law enforce- 
ment officers who handled the touch-and-go incident which began 
in a U. S. courthouse cellblock in Washington last Thursday and 
ended only last night when the two convicts were taken into 
custody once again sets a commendable example for others 
who may some day face similar trying circumstances. 

Keeping cool when the lives of seven hostages, the two 
armed culprits and possibly others were at stake paid off. 
The hostages were able to escape and authorities were then 
able to sit back, hopeful that the armed prisoners would soon 
recognize the hopelessness of their position and surrender. 


At other times in other incidents when desperate, armed 
prisoners have seized innocent people as hostages some of the 
helpless hostages have been killed as a display of the prisoners’ 
bravado, and others have been trapped in the crossfire between 


desperados and lawmen. 


It is not always possible, of course, to wait out desperate 


men. 


Often the slightest denial of demands will set off killings.

Inflation Creates Critical 


Situation 


Inflation is the number one 
problem in this country today, 
not Watergate or the attempt 
to impeach President Nixon as 
some media persons would 
have us believe. The serious- 
ness of the current situation 
cannot be overestimated. Dou- 
ble digit inflation has histori- 
cally been the downfall of many 
economies and governments. 
Currently, the annual rate of 
inflation in the U. S. is 11 per- 
cent. 


What brought on this crit- 
ical situation? Well, it all 
depends on who you talk to. 

Herbert Stein, the Presi- 
dent's economic advisor, bl- 
ames the current round of in- 
flation on the public. Mike 
Mansfield, Senate majority 
leader, blames the situationon 
the Nixon Administration. I 
feel that much of the blame 
for the economic nightmare 
we are now experiencing can 
be directly attributed to the 
free-spending, liberal-con- 
trolled Congress. 

There's more than enough 
blame to go around, but the 
chief cause o* inflation is de- 
ficit spending. The American 
public owes $150 billion in in- 
stallment debts. The estimated 
National Debt for 1974 will be 
$486.3 billion and the interest 
alone on that debt is over 
$27.8 billion u year. Last 
year the National Debt was 
$486.4 billion and it is esti- 
mated to be over $507.9 bil- 
lion in 1975. 

Year after year the liberal- 
controlled Congress blindly 
spends money and creates 
more debt by overspending 
even the most liberal budget. 
No one seems to know or care 
where the money is coming 
from to pay the bill. When 
Presidential attempts are 
made to control inflation by im-

pounding funds or vetoing 
costly legislation, the liberal 
Congress sets up a howl that 
doesn't stop until they get their 
way. Yet, George Meany, Pre- 
sident of the AFL-CIO, and 
others are clamoring for a 
“veto proof” Congress. What 
this country needs is not a 
“veto proof” Congress, but a 
strong two party system and 
an “inflation proof” Congress. 

It is easy to understand 
why the government has spent 
nearly half a trillion dollars 
more than it has taken in over 
the last quarter century-- 
“political economics.” It is 
popular to advocate govern- 
ment spending as a solution to 
all problems. As has been 
Said, since public money 
doesn’t belong to anyone, there 
is always the temptation to 
bestow it on someone. u 

What's the solution to our 
monetary woes? 

There are no easy or pain- 
less solutions, but real pro- 
gress against inflationdepends 
on eliminating deficit spending. 
The Congress must not appro- 
priate more money than will be 
taken in. The Administration 
must submit a balanced budget 
to the Congress. And indivi- 
duals must try harder to keep 
from spending more money 
than they make. 

If the government were to 
spend $5 billion less than it 
took in and apply that $5 billion 
to reducing the National Debt, 


the effect would be defla- 
tionary. If the public followed 
Suite, the combined effort 


would predictably bring prices 
down. 

Inflation can be controlled, 
but it will take sacrifices by 
everyone. The problem is, 
everyone is for economy so 
long as it does not affect him 
or her. When it gets personal, 
that makes it different.

Bicycle Safety Month 
Must Be Every Month 


Bicycle safety can't be 
in season only during Amer- 
ican Bike Month in May, 
Every month has to be bike 
safety month if bicycle ac- 
cident statistics are to 
diminish. 

Americans have purchased 
more than 29 million bi- 
cycles in the last two vears. 
Early estimates by the Bi- 
cycle Institute of America 
for 1974 reveal projections 
for sales of 16 million 
bikes. Each of these figures 
is a new record and in each 
year the bicycle outsold the 
automobile in the United 
States for the first time 
since World War [,. 

More and more state leg- 
islatures are passing bi- 
cycle oriented legislation 
and the Federal Aid High- 
way Act of 1973 called for 
$120 million for bikeways 
over the next three years. 

With this in mind, the Bi- 
cycle Institute of America, 
in collaboration with the 
National Safety Council and 
the Boy Scouts of America 
has issued a revised set of 
safe bike driving rules. 


SUGGESTED SAFE BIKE 


DRIVING- RULES 
1. Obey all applicable 
traffic regulations, signs, 


signals and markings. 

Bicycles should be driven 
as safely as any road ve- 
hicle, and they are subject 
to the same rules of vehicu- 
lar traffic, wherever they ap- 
ply. A good ‘‘rule of thumb"’ 
is to avoid congested streets 
and use bikeways, lanes or 
paths where possible. 

2. Observe all local 
nances 
cycles, 

Registration and licens- 
ing, inspections, driving on 
sidewalks, etc. may all be 
covered by local laws. It is 
your responsibility to know 
them and abide by them. 

3. Keep right: drive with 
traffic, not against it, Drive 
single file. 

Keep as close to the curb 
as practical. Most states re- 
quire you to drive single 
file. When driving two a- 
breast, a minor swerve could

force you into traffic. 

4+. Watch out for drain 
grates, soft shoulders and 
other road surface hazards. 

Be careful of loose sand 
or gravel, particularly at 
comers. Watch out for pot 
holes. 

§. Watch out for car doors

6. Don’t carry passengers 
or packages that interfere 
with your vision or control, 

A good rule is ‘‘one per- 
son, one bike,”’ unless it’s 
a tandem. Use haskets or 
luggage carriers for pack- 
ages. 

7. Never hitch a ride on iat 
truck or other vehicle. 

8. Be extremely careful at 
intersections, especially 
when making a left turn, 

Most accidents happen at 
intersections. If traffic is 
heavy get off and walk your 
bike with pedestrian traffic. 

9. Use hand signals to in- 
dicate turning or stopping. 


Let the motorist know 
what you plan to do by giv- 
ing the appropriate hand 


signals for turning left or 
right, or for stopping, 

10. Protect yourself at 
night with the required red 
reflectors and lights. 

Again, state laws vary. 
Most require a _ headlight, 
tail light or red rear reflec- 
tors for night cycling. Others 
require reflective pedals, 
additional side reflectors or 
other reflective material. If 


you are going to drive at 
night, use maximum pro- 
tection. 

11. Drive a_ safe bike. 


Have it inspected to insure 
good mechanical condition. 

Make sure your bike fits 
you. See to it that brakes, 
pedals, lights, reflectors, 
shifting mechanisms, sound- 
ing devices, tires, spokes, 
saddle, handlebars, and all 
nuts and bolts are checked 
regularly. 

12. Drive your bike de- 
fensively; watch out for the 
other guy.

Q. My 32-year-old son, 
who has been disabled since 
birth, lives with me. He has 
no income, and he doesn’t 
own any property. Would he 
be eligible for the new Fed- 
eral assistance payments? 

A. Since your son doesn’t 
have any income and re- 
sources, he might be eligible 
for supplemental security 
income payments. However, 
his payment would be re- 
duced by one-third in con- 
sideration of the value of 
the room and board he gets 
from you. 

Q. I’m retired, and until 
2 years ago, my 35-year-old 
son got social security pay- 
ments on my work record 
because he was disabled in 
childhood. His _ disability 
checks were stopped be- 
cause he started working, 
but 2 weeks ago his condi- 
tion got worse and he had 
to quit his job. Can he get 
checks based on my work 
record again? 

A. Probably. Since your 
son became disabled again 
within 7 years after his pay- 
ments stopped because of 
his work, he may again get 
monthly disability payments 
based on your work record. 

Q. When I applied for so- 
cial security disability pay- 
ments, I was denied for 
medical reasons. Since I’m 
still unable to work at my 
trade, could I get monthly 
supplemental security in- 
come payments? 

A. No. The disability re- 
quirements are now the 
same for both the social 
security program and the 
Federal supplemental secu- 
rity income program. Peo- 
ple must be severely dis- 
abled and unable to do any 
substantial gainful work 
for a year or more. 


Q. I’m 67, and I recently 
fell and put a deep gash in 
my arm. I was treated in 
the emergency room at the 
hospital, but I didn’t stay 
overnight. Are these servy- 


ices covered under my 
Medicare medical  insur- 
ance? 


A. Yes. Medicare “medical 
insurance helps pay for 
emergency room services.

Farming In 1974

Just about every farmer 
1 know who is serious about 
his business is looking for 
Ways to save time ard money 
“I've got about $3,000 morein 
this crop so far than I had in 
my crop last vearatthistime 
I have the same acres in both 
peanuts and corn In fact 
this is by far the most expen 
Sive crop I have ever put in 
This is how James Godwin 
of Route 4, Enterprise. on the 
Bellwood Road in Coffee Co 
unty described his farming in 
1974 

Godwin, who plants 60 
acres of peanuts and 75 acres 
of corn. has been farming the 
past 15 vears. He started for 
himself when he was 18 vears 
old and has been gradually in 
creasing since that time. His 
brother, Harold, and his 
father, C. E., help each oth 
er at planting using four-row 
equipment, Operating as they 
do, they are able to get in all 
of their planting in a relative 
ly short period of time. Har- 
vesting is also done coopera- 
tively. One plows up and they 
run two peanut pickers 

Godwin is doing something 
that only a few farmers in 
Coffee County are doing. For 
the second year in a row he 
has had his herbicides and 
fertilizer put out at the same 
time. This year on his pea- 
nut land he put out liquid 
2-6-12 fertilizer plus the full 
recommended amount of Ver- 
nam and two-thirds the re-

Well. I didn’t burn any ofthe 
corn stalks off this vear, I 
disced my land twice and cut 
up the stalks that were there 
I broke it about as deep as 1 
can plow anywhere from 10-14 
inches just aS Jeep as I 
could with the tractor 

Asked about the time saved 
in putting out the fertilizer 
and herbicides, Godwin con- 
tinued. “I have tried using 
liquid fertilizer now for 
Several years. I started put- 
ting it out on just 10 acres 
at a time, and I couldn't tell 
the difference between this and 
the way I had always fertilized 
my crop. I put Balanand Ver- 
ham in with the liquid fertili- 
zer It sure is a big time 
Saver for us."" 

Thinking of Godwin's op- 
eration reminded me that 
M. D. Bond, our peanut sp- 
ecialist at Auburn, told me 
recently that our research 
indicates that liquid fertilizer 
Is just as effective as regu- 
lar fertilizer. According to 
Bond, the materials should be 
equally effective whether li- 
quid or dry.

Tom Jones, who guided Troy 
State University to the 1973 
Gulf South Conference football 
championship, announced his 
resignation as head football co- 
ach and athletic director last 
Friday afternoon. 

“The pressures ot being both 
a head football coach and ath- 
letic director are just toogreat 
and I have decided to leave for 
personal reasons,’’ Jones said.

Jones came to Troy State 
in February 1972 and in two 
seasons he coached the Tro- 
jans to an 11-7-2 record.

PINE SAWFLY 

E. W. Eddins of Route One 
Jack, brought some limbs from 
a pine tree by my office late 
this week The limbs were 
covered with worms These 
were greenish colored worms 
about 3/4 inch long with black 
Spots down the side They 
were identified as the sawfly 

These worms will complete 
ly defoliate small pine trees and 
will kill them. It is not often 
that I see the sawfly, and it is 
not seen very often by the av- 
erage timber grower. For con- 
trol in plantings around the 
house, use Diazinon spray. Fol- 
low the directions on the label 


INSECTICIDES 
CIDES 

Jim Rhoades of Route One 
Kinston, asked about using in 
secticides like Toxaphene with 
fungicides such as Bravo and 
DuTer on peanuts Quite a 
few people ask this question, 
and this is our policy: We do 
not recommend a blanket usé 
of insecticides but recommend 
them for use as needed to con- 
trol specific insect problems 
We do not recommend that Tox 
aphene be used with DuTer 
This is because there have been 
reports of damage where these 
two materials are used togeth- 
er We recommend separate 
applications of the materials 
as they are needed. However, 
a lot of farmers use tank mix- 
es with recommended mat- 
erials with good results. We 
have not noticed any incompata- 
bility of these tank mixes ex- 
cept possibly inthe use of DuTer 
and Toxaphene together

ReadProgram 


OK For Elba 


Elba Elementary is in- 
volved in a special two-year 
Right-to-Read project with 
Michigan State University to 
help children cope with read- 
ing difficulties and improve 
their ability to keep up with 
their school work. 

Conducted by MSU’s Col- 
lege of Urban Development, 
schools participating in the 
program must have been in- 
volved recently in the deseg- 
regation process, have a 20 
to 50 percent minority student 
enrollment, and must not use 
the program to resegregate 
within the school, for exam- 
ple, forming black and white 
“ability” groups. 

Individual schools may de- 
velop their own specific ob- 
jectives. Some have establish- 
ed the goal of improving the 
reading ability of all students 
in the school or school sys- 
tem. Others direct their ef- 
forts toward improving the 
reading skills of only those 
students who achieve low 
scores on standardized read- 
ing tests. 

CUD’s “technical assis- 
tance” team helps the schools 
participating to evaluate their 
situations and determine their 
goals for the reading program. 
They also help teach school 
personnel the most effective 
means of achieving their goals. 

Part of the national Right- 
to-Read program, the CUD 
project is financed by the U.S. 
Office of Education according 
to provisions of the Emergen- 
cy School Aid Act. Partici- 
pating schools receive funds 
directly from the Office of 
Education, Elba Elementary 
received a grant of $57,600.00 
for this project.
